FIRST TWO WEEKS OF OCT. 



"Latest systems of testing snd 
double-checking the Salk polio 
vaccine afford the maximum de- 
gree of safety." said Dr. Mack I. 
Shanhoits, State Health Com- 
missioner, in announcing the sec- 
ond mass Inoculation of Virginia 
school children for the first two 
weeks in October. 

The October inoculation, which 
is part of the free school pro- 
gram of the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis, will pro- 
vide second polio shots for chil- 
dren who received the first doses 
last Spring snd booster stimula- 
tion for children who received the 
first doses last Spring snd boos- 
ter stimulation for children who 
participated In last year's field 
trial. ApproKimatety 1T6.000 chil- 
dren are expected to receive the 
polie' inoculation from volunteer

cording to Dr. Shanhoits. In sou- 
thwest Virginia, inoculations al- 
ready are in the second week. 

Commenting on the safety of 
the. polio vaccine which is being 
used. Dr. Shanhoits noted that 
"no one can guarantee the abso- 
lute safety of any vaccine." No 
vaccine yet devised by science has 
shown Itself to be 100 per cent 
perfect. Even the Immunisation 
against smallpox, perhaps the 
most potent of *U vaccines, is not 
100 per cent effective. The Balk 
polio vaccine,. he said, la ss safe 
as medical science snd the finest 
modern biological laboratories can 
make it. 

- The fleM teats proved that 
Balk vaccine. is safe enough and 
effective enough to warrant Its 
adoption as a practicable public 
health measure. The report of the 
1954 Field Trials Judged the vac- 
cine to be 60 per cent effective 
against Type I polio, and 70-90 
per cent effective against Type n 
and m. and since that time much 
work has been going on to im- 
prove its effectiveness toward 100 
per cent. 

Poliomyelitis vaccine contains 
protective substances against all 
three known strains of polio vi- 
rus. Immunisation with this ma- 
terial should consist of three in- 
jections to give maximum immun- 
ity. The first injection may be 
given at any time except to peo- 
ple in epidemic areas. The ex- 
ception is a precaution for chil- 
dren who have been In close con- 
tact with polio cases because they 
are like to get polio within a 
short time Of being inoculated ag- 
ainst it. The reason* for this is 
that they were infected before 
they have the inoculation, they 
were infected before the vaccine 
had time to produce protective 
antibodies in the bloodstream, or 
they were one of the persona in 
whom for some reason the vac- 
cination was not effective. 

The second injection is effective 
anywhere from two weeks to six 
months after the first. The third

If is time the Chamber of Commerce 
wet re-asserting itself and operating in a 
manner that it will have the respect of the 
entire community. Virginia Beach needs en 
active and forceful Chamber of Commerce 
and in order to be active and forceful the 
Chamber must have the support of not 



just a select few, but of all the people rep- 
resenting every type of business. In order 
to have this support the Chamber of Com- 
merce must stop spending money it does 
not have, stop dealing in matters it has no 
business in, and should devote its full time 
to promoting Virginia Beach as a whole 
rather than for a few selected businesses. 

The first task, however, is to get back 
to a sound financial footing where its cre- 
dit wiil not be questioned by anyone.

This newspaper and this community 
suffered a great loss last Thursday when 
Roland Victor Randall, editor of the Sun- 
News, was fatally stricken while working 
In his beloved profession, fournalism.

NEWSPAPER WEEK 



October 1 through 8 has been set aside 
at National Newspaper Week. 

It's purpose is to focus your attention on 
an institution in whose operation you have 
i vastly greater hand than perhaps you've 
Over realized. It is also an appropriate time 
to call your attention to an ettort to deprive 
you of- that hand. * 

The institution is your newspaper — 
dally, weekly or whatever. , 

Let's begin by dismantling that term 
newspaper. It means paper, which, after 
due processing, comes to you covered with 
news. Paper is a self-evident, tangible 
thing. There is no disagreement as to what 
it is. But what of news? It is far less self- 
evident and deceptively intangible. 

News, in tact, is all things to all men, 
Whet It Is depends on who is defining it. 

And it ii your definition, not the editor's, 
which matters. The paper stays in business 
if it does a competent job of fulfilling your 
definition of news. If it devotes itseit just 
the editor's conception of news, it soon 
fails. 

When a newspaper man speaks of his 
news judgment he doesn't mean his ability 
to determine what really counts under 
tome mysterious process of selection. He 
means, instead, his ability to surmise-what 
you wlN consider news. How good he is 
end how successful the paper is depends 
on how unerringly he can make that sur- 
mise. 

All readers won't agree that some par- 
ticular item is news, naturally, but the edi- 
tor must meet each reader's definition of- 
ten enough so that every reader will feel 
he's getting his money's worth when he 
buys the paper. 



That is where and how you have such a 
very big hand in determining what goes 
into it. 

Now as to the effort to take this function 
away from you. It lies in a growing effort 
by people, who are neither editors nor 
representatives of the readers, to decide 
arbitrarily which facts shall be printed — 
without reference to what any individual 
might consider news. 

These people are the censor-minded. 
They appear in government and in pres- 
sure groups. They include those who try 
to conduct government behind closed 
doors and in secret places. They are all 
those who would take away free access 
to information which the citizen, with hi* 
individual right to say what is news/ is 
entitled to have. 

What baffles and frustrates the editor 
in the face of this is an attitude he not 
infrequently encounters among those who 
are being cheated of the right to decide for 
themselves what news is. When he talks 
about freedom of information, he often 
hears that what he really means is some 
undefined special privilege of his own. He 
is complaining, he is told, because his 
vanity is hurt. 

National Newspaper Week's purpose 
will be served if you, the reader, pause to 
contemplate the big part you play in 
printing news and whether you are willing 
to have that part taken away from you. 
A sure way to lose it is to reason that when 
freedom of information goes the editor is 
the only loser. You lose tar, far more than 
any editor possibly can.

There | are at least tan disad- 
vantages to fan planting, both 
of which can easily be corrected. 
A tan plant Is subject to being 
tilted over by strong winds before 
the roots can grow enough to 
hold the plant upright. Mechani- 
cal support can be furnished to 
solve the problem. Either opt guy 
wires or a single pole to hold the 
plant in place. Wire should be 
covered with a piece of old rub- 
ber hose to prevent cutting the 
bark. A single pole driven beside 
a plant parallel to the trunk 
provides support for a rope or 
hose covered wire connection. 

All trees and shrubs should 
be pruned when planted, par* 
tteulary the toller ones to reduce 
taeir top heaviness. When ' any 
to prevent damage to many of 
the numerous small roots which 
from the soin With damage hav- 
ing been done to the roots!, even 
though not apparent, the leaf 
area should be reduced by prun- 
ing to help balance the root sys- 
tem, leaves continually give off 
moisture which has been drawn 
up from the soil through a root 
and a damaged set of roots means 
that more water Is given off than 
Is taken in. Wilting occurs, and 
possibly death of the plant. This 
Is why pruning is so advisable. 
It reduces the leaf area and there- 
for the water loss. 

Damaged roots also explain the 
need for watering a plant heavily 
when It is planted and afterwards. 
Let the roots that are functioning 
have enough moisture to satisfy 
retirements al the /caves.

This causes a grinding 
action of the sop particles and 
injures roots. This problem Is 
considerably worse in heavy clay 
soils such as many of our local 
gardeners have to contend with. 
Correcting the problem can be 
largely accomplished by a heavy 
mulch of pine needles, peat moss, 
leaf mold, etc. This mulch acts 
as an insultation to retard the 
flucatlons of Don temperature.

Of a total of 
240 hogs told at the" two events 
71% graded no. 1, and brought 
an average price of 18.58 per cwt., 
as compared to 16.50 for the same 
grades on the Chicago market 
the day of the sale.

Norfolk Loses An Annexation Case 







The final decision of the Seaboard Air- 
line Railroad to move to Richmond means 
that Norfolk will lose by annexation to 
Richmond one of its oldest and most im- 
portant businesses. The Seaboard is not 
the only business that has recently moved 
from Norfolk City. 

Other businesses have recently moved 
and the Smith-Douglas Fertilizer Company 
is now building its office building outside 
the city limits. Some of these may be put 
-back into the city by annexation but it is 
not likely Norfolk can annex the City of 
Richmond so it cannot get the Seaboard 
Railroad back within the city. 

We hate to see firms like the Seaboard 
move from our area but Norfolk must do 
something to make its city more attractive 
and it must not depend on annexation of 



other territory for the purpose of increas- 
ing its population and its businesses. The 
question of high taxes may be forcing peo- 
ple to leave the city and annexation is not 
a cure for this. 

In the new budget for Norfolk City 
which has been presented it is recom- 
mended that 1.3 million dollars of the 
city's surplus be used to prevent another 
increase in taxes. With Norfolk City just 
having increased its tax rate by more than 
1 6% and according to some well informed 
citizens the rate will go to $5 if the terri- 
tory in Princess Anne County is annexed. 

We suggest again that the City of Nor- 
folk take a new look at its own situation 
before it attempts to almost double its size 
in area by annexing 33 square miles of 
Princess Anne County.

Withbut a doubt, one of the funda- 
mental and historic decisions of the next 
few years will be that of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission regarding pay 
television. It might not be inaccurate to 
say that this decision, a' first indication 
being expected from the FCC this fall, will 
be one of the most important national pol- 
icy decisions of the era. 
. As the reader may know, pay television 
has its proponents and opponents. Gener- 
ally speaking, the television networks and 
the movie theater owners, plus, a host of 
Others, are opposed to pay television. On 
the other hand, the three pay television 
companies, end Hollywood— and one of the 
major studios owns the majority stock in 



one of the pay television companies— are 
in favor of pay television. 

Experiments have been tried in Chicago, 
by Zenith, and in California, by Telemeter, 
to see if the people who were offered pay 
television on an experimental basis would 
like to have it on a permanent basis. Polls 
among users in these areas have shown 
that a majority of the people like pay tele- 
vision — or what they have seen as samples 
supplied by the pay television companies 
—which was, understandably carefully se- 
lected: 

Opponents of pay television argue that 
the airwaves must be free and that com- 
mercial enterprises must not be given per- 
mission to sell via the airwaves by the 



Record Holdings 
Reduced By Half 

Overall results of the records 
disposal program started in the 
Post Office Department by the 
present administration in 1953 
show that, to date, record hold- 
ings have been reduced almost by 
half. Postmaster General Arthur 
E. Summerfield announced today. 

There were a total of 2,036,122 
cubic feet of records on hand pri- 
or to the present administration, 
and the latest figures show that 
this has been cut to a total of 
1,085,869. 

As part of the records, disposal 
program- the Post Office Depart- 
ment in the 1955 fiscal year closed 
this past June 30 disposed of 374,- 
853 cubic feet of records, enough 
to fill 170 freight cars. 

If each piece of peper in these 
374,653 cubic feet of records were 
stacked end to end, they would 
reach about 70 miles — or con- 
siderably more than the distance 
from Toledo, Ohio to Detroit', 
Michigan. 

Most of the records that have 
been disposed of by the Po&t Of- 
fice Department hove been de- 
stroyed. Others have been sent to

The next step in the preparat- 
ion cf this tasty msat dish 'a to 
brown the beef cubes in a frying 
pan. You may Knew chat meat 
shculd be cooked at low temper- 
atures and that includes browning 
too. Brcwn the flcured cubes slow- 
ly turning occasionally. They 
should be well browned on both 
sides. 

Next add 1 cup of water, cover 
the frying-pan closely, and cook 
the meat slowly for one hour. 
This means that the water should 
be just simmering not boiling. 
The low temperature is so impor- 
tant because it helps to bring out 
the flavor of the meat. 

Of course the cooking liquid 
will make a tasty gravy for the 
bssf cube. More water may be 
added if necessary. Serve the gra- 
vy separately if ycu like or pour 
it over the beef and vegetables. 
Either way the family will ask for 
second helpings. 

Now for the vegetables to 
make six generous servings we 
have used three large potatoes 
which have been quartered plus 
six medium carrots. Cook the car- 
rots in half for variety. For more 
flavor ad'd six small onions. Then 
add six large celery stalks which 
have been cut in half. Cover the 
pan again and simmer the beef 
and vegetables for thirty minutes. 

We plan to have peas in the 
combination, but they don't req- 
uire as mueh time to cock as do 
the other vegetables. When the 
half hour has passed, add one 

pound or twelve ounce pac- 
kage ci frozen green peas. Cover 
the pan and cook until the vc- 
t ables are done and the meat is 
tender. If you plan to use green 
beans instead of peas, add these 
last also. Any green vegetable that 
is ever-cooked will no be as at- 
tract! va»4s>itator. 

Wjien the beef and vegetables 
are done remove them to a warm 
platter. For an ample supply of 
gravy add enough water to the 
cooking broth to make two cups 
then thicken the liquid with flour.

Trees and shrubs thai 
colorful fruits or berries are a 
valuable addition to our gardens 
and shrub borders, for they do 
much to brighten the landscape 
during the fall and winter when 
we have few if any flowers present. 
Many of us seldom landscape 
our grounds in such a way as to 
take full advantage of the beauty 
of these fruiting plants. We fail 
to realize that nature's array of 
color docs not end with the last 
flowers of summer but continues 
on into fall and winter with the 
beauty of scores of brightly col- 
ored fruits and berries.

YonrShootin' 
Eye OK? 

Whether you will be hunting 
game - or people - this fall, whe- 
ther you will be one of the 500 
who are expected to be killed in 
the woods, or one of the 3.000 
who will probably be injured, will 
depend very largely upon your 
eyes — and the other fellow's. 

This is the considered opinion 
of Fred W. Jobe. director of oph- 
thalamic research for the Bausch 
& Lomb Optical Company, who 
emphasizes that the ability to see 
clearly is not only the hunter's 
greatest asset in bagging game, 
but is rather vital to the safety of 
fellow Nimrods. 

He reminds us that the Natio- 
nal Rifle Association's latest sur- 
vey of hunting accidents revealed 
that mistaking man-for-antmal 
ranked third among causes of all 
non-self-inflicted wounds, and 
that these findings are confirmed 
by the Minnesota Conservation 
Federation's study of all 1953 
hunting accidents in their state. 
Further, visual tests of the hun- 
ters involved revealed that less 
than one fourth had normal eye- 
sight — yet few realized it. 

"Know your eyes" should be the 
first rule of every hunter, says

In most cases faulty vision can 
be corrected. The Jobe rules for 
safety and success in hunting are 
commended to everyone who In- 
tends to do any shooting: 




Give your vision the same at- 
tention as your fire-arms. Check 
it before you start to shoot. Con- 
sult your eye-care specialist. 

In addition to proper glasses 
(bifocals or trifocals If far-sight- 
ed) a telescopic sight may be a 
big help. 

Check for color-blindness (6 
percent of American men are), 
and for depth-perception. Learn 
which eye Is dominant and the 
width of your field of vision. If 
you know how your eyes work, 
and make allowances accordingly, 
you can shoot better. 

If you normally wear glasses. 
Don't leave them at home! To 
prevent blurring from rain or 
snow, rub glycerine soap on both 
sides of lenses and polish to a 
hard, glossy surface. 

Consider the advantages of 
specialized hunting glasses: neu- 
tral gray sun-glasses, which trans- 
mit light without color distor- 
tion; yellow lenses that filter out 
blue light, sharpen up targets and 
backgrounds on hazy days; spe- 
cial shooting glasses with lenses 
hardened against impact. 

"Even a hunter with normal 
vision," says Mr. Jobe, "may have 
difficulty in seeing his target at 
times. Remember that many fall 
and winter days are dull and 
dark, and that nature provides 
protective coloring for wild ani- 
mals." 

And if you can always observe 
his final warning (even when ex- 
cited), you will shoot game — and 
not people: "Be sure of your tar- 
get before you pull the trigger."

Weather Experts 
And Hurricanes 

The conduct of hurricanes 
makes it clear that, despite the 
latest scientific devices, Mother 
Nature still has a few tricks the 
weather experts do not under- 
stand. 

Readers will remember the 
1054 hurricane. Hazel which rip- 
pad unexpectedly Into the heav- 
ily-populated Eastern seaboard. 
Because few hurricanes had struck 
the East with such fury before, 
Easterners had been unaware of

the destructiveness of hurricanes, 
annually faced in the South, es- 
pecially by the 8outh Atlantic 
States. 

The action of recent hurricanes 
on the Eastern seaboard, shows 
that the weather experts cannot 
actually predict the course of 
these huge storms. This is ho 
criticism of the Weather Bureau, 
which docs a splendid jcb, but it 
is merely a fact. 

. It will be recalled th-.t Connie 
kept over-worked Weather Bu- 
reau officials up all night in such 
cities as New York, and then ap- 
peared to turn away, leaving the 
area unthreatened. However, 12 
hours later, the threat again ar- 
ose, as the hurricane changed 
courses again. 

Moreover, Hurricane Connie 
pulled up and stepped squarely in 
the Atlantic, off the Carolina 
Coast, and stood relatively still 
for three days. Although this halt 
was explained satisfactorily after 
it occurred, before it occurred all 
the weather experts gave a course, 
and a speed for the hurricane. 
The complete halt was unexpected 
and unpredicted. Hurricane Di- 
ane has also fooled the forecasters. 

The best thing lo weep in mind 
about these huge storms is that 
they are completely unpredictable. 
Radar is able to measure their 
track, and their behavior is of- 



ten analysed very accurately. But 
the analysis always comes after 
the behavior, and the course of 
such storms cannot be predicted 
Therein lies the great danger Man 
has not yet soived the mystery of 
the hurricane.

A warning against stored grain 
insect infestations is forthcoming. 

The infestations can be eon- 
trolled, and it will pay to do so. 
One of the most important steps 
in preventing infestations is to 
not mix old and new grain or 
grain trash in the cribs or bins. 

Walls, floors, sills, cracks, etc., 
In the bins or cribs should be 
swept clean, and all surfaces thor- 
oughly sprayed with a long-last- 
ing residual type insecticide. Clean 
out old grain and grain fragments 
from under cribs and bins, to dis- 
courage both rats and insects. 
Make doors and windows, or tops, 
tight -fitting. Make all storage 
places rat and bird-proof by using 
hardware cloth and sheet metal. 

Once the grain is stored under 
proper conditions, check it fre- 
quently for inseet infestations so 
controls can be applied as soon as 
needed. The most effective control 
Is fumigation. Dick Cockrell.

ractive methods of landscaping a 
steep slope. 

The method selected will depend 
on the amount of time available 
and the owner's preference. He 
listed these landscaping methods: 
Orass-to be used when the slope 
isn't too steep for power or hand 
mowing, or if it can be graded to 
a satisfactory angle. Once the 
bank has established a turf it win 
need to be fertilized about once a 
year in order to stay in a healthy 
condition. 

Ground covers— these are 
plants that will spread along the 
ground and remain low, an excell- 
ent way to cover a slope. A list of 
ground covers might include peri- 
winkle, winter creeper, English ivy, 
yellow root honeysuckle, moss pink 
and spring heath. 

Mass shrub plantings— an eff- 
ective way to stablize the bank. 
Once the shrubs are established 
they will prevent the soil from 
washing away. 

Retaining wall — can be con- 
structed of stone, cement, brick 
cinder block, or other suitable 
materials. Be sure a good found- 
ation is provided to prevent frost 
damage. 

Dry wall— can be used where 
the grade isn't too steep. The wall 
is made of stone and openings are 
left at intervals in which plants 
are planted. 

Rock garden— large weathered 
stones or outcropping rocks make 
the best rock gardens, since the 
garden should look natural. Plant 
bulbs, perennials, annuals, ferns, 
and shrubs between the rocks. 
Most rock plants need a good, 
deep soil. 

Perennials— where the bank is 
not too steep, a mass planting of 
perennials is a good idea. Massing 
dogwood, red bud, rhododendron, 
azaleas, pines, mountain laurel, 
and other native plants, can 
change an ugly bank into a 
beauty spot.

The clothes your child wears are 
a fire hazard — In fact, fire in- 
viting garments are a chief cause 
of children being burned or killed 
by fire, hospital records have 
shown. * 

The national fire protection 
association, sponsor of Fire Pre- 
vention Week warn that once a 
child's clothing Ignites, the child 
in a panic is likely to ran and only 
make things worse. Children 
should be taught at early age not 
to run when this happens, but to 
immediately roll up in a rag, coat 
or blanket or simply to fall down 
on the ground and roll around if 
no covering is available. 

Clothing fires often result from 
a child playing with matches or 
because of a child getting to close 
to an open fireplace, brush, grass 
and trash fires, wood and coal 
heaters, and gas, wood or kero- 
sene stoves. 

By an means take steps to pre- 
vent any contact with fire: fire- 
places should have fireguards; 
matches, lighters, gasolene and 
kerosene should be kept far out 
oi reach; trash and incinerator 
fires should never be left un- 
attended; and sternly enforce the 
rule of staying safely away from 
stoves, heaters and furnaces. 

Children Unattended 

Do you ever leave your youn3- 
t*rs home alone? 

Children at home unattended 
would be completely helpless in 
case of fire or any other emergen- 
cy. Tet the National Fire Protec- 
tion Association tells us that more 
and more youngsters each year 
are being trapped and killed 
by fire because no one was on 
hand to lead them to safety. 

Never leave your children un- 
attended. And be absolutely cer- 
tain that your baby sitter is train- 
ed and capable of protecting your, 
children in the face of an emerg- 
ency. 

It's very Important, the warning 
continues, that the sitter be tho- 
roughly fire-conscious: that she 
never sleeps while on the job; 
that she knows the location of 
iront and back exits, stairs and 
porches, and the most direct route 
from children's room to the out- 
side. 

Make sure the sitter knows 
where the phone is and make it 
easyfor her by prominently post- 
ig the telephone numbers of the 
fire and police departments and 
doctor on or near the phone. 

The baby sitter should know 
that at the first whiff of smoke 
or gas. she should immediately 
gather up the youngsters and get 
them to a place out of the house. 

And tell her not to waste time 
dressing the kids — wrap them 
in a blanket and get them out at 
once I 

Once the children are safely 
away from the house, the sitter 
should then call the fire depart- 
ment, preferably from a neigh- 
boring house.

. . . regulation has continued to be based on the historic assumption that transportation is monopolistic 
despite the ... growth of pervasive competition. The dislocations which have emerged from this inten- 
sified competition, on the one hand, and the restraining effects of public regulation on the other, have 
borne heavily on the common carrier segment of the transportation industry . . . . • 

"In many respects, government policy at present prevents, or severely limits, the realization of the most 
economical use of our transportation plant." 

To the end that all forms of transportation should be developed to their greatest economic usefulness, 
the Cabinet Committee recommended, among other things, that; 

"Common carriers ... be permitted greater freedom, s^iort of discriminatory practices, to utilize thjeir 
economic capabilities in the competitive pricing of their service ...""..

Legislation to give effect to Committee recommendations has been introduced in Congress. Passage of this legislation would not 
give railroads any rights that other forms of transportation do not already have or would not receive. The legislation recognises 
that each of the competing forms of transportation has advantages in handling different kinds of shipments, moving between different 
points and over different distances. It proposes that each type of carrier be gwen the freesl opportunity to do the job it can 
best, at the lowest reasonable cost.

City Scores High 
In Safety Effort 

At its regular meeting Monday 
afternoon. Virginia Beach City 
Council heard the Tidewater Au- 
tomobile Association's Traffic Co- 
nsultant George H. Elliott review 
the city's 1954 pedestrian safety 
efforts, as evaluated by the Am- 
erican Automobile Association in 
connection with its National Pe- 
destrian Protection Contest. 

Suffering a pedestrian fatality 
hi 1054, Virginia Beach scored 
only fair in its very good over-all 
program, Elliott said. While many 
phases of the excellent pedestrian 
effort were far above average, 
the loss of a pedestrian life spoil- 
ed the total scoring in the con- 
test, he explained. 

Elliott stated that the AAA's 
effort toward improving pedes- 
trian safety has shown remark- 
able results. "Since 1937, when 
pedestrian deaths were at an all- 
time high with 15.300 fatalities, 
the toll has been reduced to 7.900 
in 1954," he said. "This is a re- 
duction of 49% in pedestrian fa- 
talities, while in all other traffic 
deaths there was a 16 percent 
increase during the same period," 
the traffic authority declared. 

The Three-A Traffic Consultant 
said that participation in the Na- 
tional Pedestrian Safety Program 
enables a city to compare itself 
with others in the same popula- 
tion group and to improve its saf- 
ety record through use of pooled 
information and experience of 
participants, which numbered for- 
ty-six states and 1,555 cities dur- 
inf the 1954 contest.

Hitting a duck isn't the easi- 
est thing in the world, one reason 
being that to the hunter they seem 
jet-propelled. As a matter of fact, 
a canvasback has been clocked at 
72 mph; a mallard can get up 
steam to break the 55-60 mph 
mark, and the little teal can go 
nearly as fast, and his small size 
makes him look even Taster. 

Generally speaking, there arc 
three kinds of duck shooting: pass 
shooting, jump shooting and shoo- 
ting over decoys. Pass shooting is 
probably the most difficult since 
the ducks are usually near the 



factors involved in hitting a 
duck: wind, drop, length of shot 
string, and others. The main 
thing to remember is that it is 
nearly impossible to calculate all 
the factors including different 
distances, speeds and angles.

Roast at 325 de- 
grees 30 to 35 minutes per pound 
for a leg or loin roast.

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Does it seem odd to you that In 
this age of scientific progress, the 
little mole contirues to create 
havoc with lawns? Certainly it is 
exasperating to have a pard of 
pretty grass — the result of time, 
work and money — marred by 
mole runs. There are several 
means available for killing the 
pest, however, they only seem to 
be partially effective. Poisons for 
the purpose are on the market. 
These definately will kill moles. 
The little animal Just is not tem- 
pted to eating the poison when he 
likes his regular menu better. 

Nature has a mole poison that 
many people like to recommend, 
castor beans. The same thing evi- 
dently is true with them that 
prevails for the other materials, 
because those who use castor 
beans still have moles. 

Mole traps have been available 
for some time now and once in a 
while they kill a mole. The most 
common mole trap is a series of 
four sharp metal prongs held in 
place Just above ground level. A 
trigger plate rests on top of the 
tunnel (after it has been flatt- 
ened for a few inches with a shoe 
sole). When the mole returns in 
the run, he causes the ground to 
rise where it had been flattened 
springs on the trap drive the 
sharp prongs down to spear the 
mole. 

Our theory for the fact that 



traps are not too satislactory, and 
this also applies to poisons, is that 
a mole burrows along looking for 
food such as grubs and worms. 
There is apt to be an abundance 
of them in the top three or four 
inches of soil. It would seem log- 
ical that the mole should always 
keep going ahead searching for 
food rather than, back tracking 
in tunnels where it has already 
looked. That would explain why 
poison and traps do not work. 
The rodent does no come in con- 
tact with them. 

Someone with a scientific mind 
studied the problem and came up 
with the idea of exphixating the 
little rascals. This, method consists 
of attaching a rubber hose to the 
exhaust pipe of a car and insert- 
ing the other end of the hose into 
the tunnel. Turn on the motor and 
moles quitly drop dead. This is 
a good idea except that it does 
not work too well. Evidently the 
fumes work their way out of the. 
soil before they become effective 
over a very large area. Obviously 
some moles can be killed thfs way. 
We would think that after a rain 
or watering the method would be 
more satisfactory because the soil 
is less porous when wet. 
I Actually ther is a way of solving 
> the problem not to much by try- 
j ing to kill moles but by making 
j them lose interest in your yard. 
Kill the Insects and worms with

Wood counter tops which are 
not finished often become grimy 
looking.

Grass is not damaged, but 
soil insects, many of which are 
very harmful to plants, are killed. 
Moles decide to take their business 
elsewhere and the problem is sol- 
ved.

Slbestrol. being used by more 
and more farmers In increase rate 
of gain in beef cattle, apparently 
has no adverse effect on meat 
quality. . 

Researchers at VPT say at slau- 
ghter steers which had received 
the hormone-like chemical, and 
those which did not, both had 
Hw and carcass grades of low 
choice Separation of fat and lean 
mat showed that the control 
group, which received no stilbest- 
rol. was slightly fatter. This find- 
ing agrees with results obtained by 
state experiment stations, which 
have indicated that stilbestrol 
tetajto to give increased lean rather 
than fat. 

In other respects, there was no 
significant difference between 
nmt from the stilbestrol-fed steer 
and that from control animals. 
lltSwling. intramusclar fat. and 



water content were practically the 
same. Flesh of the cattle fed stil- 
bestrol was at least as firm and 
as high in solids content as that 
of the controls. This experiment 
did not support complaints voiced 
in some quarters that stilbestrol 
results in "watery carcasses" and 
over-soft beef cuts. 

Taste panel tests of prime rib 
roasts from the two groups of 
steers indicated that all the ani- 
mals produced excellent meat, 
which graded moderately tender 
and had taste scores averaging 
6 out of a possible 7 points. 

Stilbestrol is now produced for 
use in livestock feeds by two large 
pharmaceutical companies. It is 
normally incorporated by feed 
manufacturers in mixed- protein 
feeds at a rate of 10 milligrams 
(less than 4 ten thousandths of 
an ounce) per 2 pounds of feed 
mixture. Use of ^this synthetic 
hormone for beef-cattle feeding 
was first given federal approval 



in November 1954. An estimated 
2 \ , million beef cattle were fat- 
tened on feed containing stilbest- 
rol during the spring of 1956.

European Hornets Caasfng- Trouble 

European hornets are causing 
severe damage to lilacs and some 
fruit trees in the Richmond area. 
The hornets are eating the bark 
off the branches, sometimes gird- 
ling the branches. They also are 
eating the insides out of apples. 
leaving only a hull. Many reports 
have been received from the coun- 
ties around Richmond, as well as 
from other parts of the state. 
Leaflets giving control measures 
are available from county agents 
and from VPI Agricultural Ext- 
ension Service. Blacksburg. 

White peach scales also are 
damaging lilacs, and red-humped 
caterpillars are troublesome on 
willows, abandoned apple trees 
and other trees. It is so late in the 
season, however, that the control 
of any types of caterpillars feeding 
on the foliage of decidous trees is 
not recommended. This is also the 
wrong time of year to control 
white peach scale. Infestations of 
this insect should be treated with 
dormant oil sprays during the 
early spring before the leaves are 
out, and contact poisons should be 
used against the crawler stage, 
usually somtime in May. 

Insects damaging cereal and for 
age crops are at a low ebb. How- 
ever, alfalfa weevils *re again be- 
coming active and some large 
larvae will become evident on al- 
falfa in infested areas. Damage 
may not be heavy enough to warr- 
ant control measures this fall, but 
controls are expected to be needed 
next spring. Damage to some pas- 
tures by green June beetle larvae 
is noted in some areas. 

Various insects are damaging 
truck crops in Southeastern V. 
Beans, both snap and limfa. are 
being damaged by Mexican bean 
beetles, corn earworms. saltmarsh 
caterpillars, wooley bear caterpill- 
ars, and cutworms. The main in- 
sect on kale, collards and similar 
crops at this time is the cabbage 
looper, while pickle worms are still 
causing varying degrees of injury 
to cucumbers. 

Control Lice By Fall Spray 

Lice on beef cattle can toe con- 
trolled by tnorough spraying in 
the fall and repeating in late win- 
ter or early spring. 

Either of these formulas will 
make a -satisfactory spray: one 
pound of 25% lindane per 100 
gallons of water ( this makes a- 
0.03% spray); or 8 pounds of 
50% DDT wettable powder per 
100 gallons of water (this makes a 
0.5% spray). Lindane spray should 
never be used on calves younger 
than three months and never in 
higher concentrations than rec- 
ommended. 

DDT spray should be used to 
control horn flies on beef cattle

The men in the study had less 
vitamin C m their blood than the 
women, even though they ate 
more heartily of foods generally 
and thus had a higher vitamin C 
Intake. Lack of vitamin C in the 
diet often is the cause of tender, 
bleeding gums and subsequent loss 
of teeth. Such troubles were 
found among a number of the 
older people in this study whose 
Mood tested lower in vitamin C. 

A surprise finding in this study 
concerns cholesterol, the fatty, 
waxlike substance associated with 
hardening of the arteries and cor- 
onary thrombosis, for example. 



Tests of blood samples showed 
that women, aged 60 to 80, had 
more cholesterol than men of the 
same age. 

"This contradicts medical lore,'' 
says Dr. Agnes Pay Morgan who 
directed the study. "Doctors form- 
i erly took it for granted that wo- 
men had a lower cholesterol level 
than men, simply because women 
of that age have fewer strokes 
and coronary failures." 

Cholesterol is taken from foods 
by the body, and the body also 
manufacturers it from other sub- 
stances, chiefly fat. When exces- 
sive deposits of cholesterol occur 
in veins, hardening of the arter- 
ies and thrombosis may result. 

The California researchers fou- 
nd a direct connection between 
the amount of fat these older 
people arte and the amount of 
cholesterol in their blood. Men 
who were extremely underweight 
had low blood cholesterol, and 
those overweight had high chol- 
esterol. But this did not hold true 
with women. 

Apparently, women can endure 
more cholesterol in their blood 
without harm than men. 

A practical application of these 
findings for older people would

Still another signmcanc finding 
in this study is that the red co- 
lor in the blood (hemoglobin) var- 
ies directly with the amount of 
iron and protein in food. The 
more you eat, the more you have. 
Women generally had lower he- 
moglcb.n levels than men of the 
same age and circumstances. Af- 
ter the age of 75, however, men 
and women did not differ greatly 
in hemoglobin. People over this 
age may need more protein and 
iron for the red blood required for 
good health. 

«Wo evidence of vitamin A de- 
ficiency was found among these 
people. Though skin roughness 
and eye troubles appeared, these 
difficulties were not related either 
to the amount of vitamin A in 
the diet or to its level in the blood. 
This refues the widespread idea 
that 1 such troubles necessarily are 
caused by a shortage of vitamin 
A, the study indicates.

This action, he continued, in- 
variably causes congestion and 
delay at the inspection stations 
since the number of ears are far 
in excess of normal and time is 
running out. He added that there 
positively could not be any ex- 
tension of the deadlines of mid- 
night November IS and December 
31. 

In this connection. Captain 
King noted that often there ap- 
pears a bona fide reason why a 
motorist could not present his 
car In time, as a prolonged Ill- 
ness, and the question arises as to 
how the vehicle Is to be taken to 
an official inspection station with- 
out the current sticker. In these 
cases, he said, the motorist must 
proceed at his own risk as to 
whether the excuse will be accept- 
ed. 

In closing. Captain King pointed 
out that the State Police will not 
condone any abuse of Inspection 
regulations among official stations 
and stated any such treatment re- 
ceived should be reported. How- 
ever, he was emphatic In stating 
the complainant must be prepar- 
ed to stand behind his charges.

6 Use a wire-mesh basket or a 
metal container, with a cover, to 
burn trash or leaves. 

8 Dont start a fire near a build- 
ing, a fence, or overhanging bran- 
ches.

In ad- 
dition, milled white rice also con- 
tains quantities of iron, calcium, 
vtamlns B, B2 and O. 

Since no food is a dietetically 
balanced food in itself, rice should 
be served with complimentary 
foods, such as milk and dairy 
foods, vegetables, fruits, meats, 
poultry and fish. 

This is good advice for the A- 
merican housewife, to whom all 
such foods are available, because

Chrysler Chance 
Good For '55 
Stock Car Crowns 

In two days, Chrysler automo- 
biles have captured three first 
places in NASCAR Orand Natio- 
nal Championship Stock Car 
Races, to give the car an un- 
precedented total of«3« rirsts" 
in NASCAR and AAA races of 
more than 100 miles this season.

Current activities in the garden 
bsehtde cleaning up and seeding 
gover crops. Clean up and destroy 
an trash and refuse in and around 
the garden to reduce next year's 
laaeet and disease problems. 

Oats, barley, or rye. seeded at 
A* rate of 4 to • pounds to 1,000 
feet are re c o m mended for 
crops seeded this late If fall 
winter vegetables remain in 
the garden, seed coyer crop be- 
tween the rows. 

On specific crops remove the 
tops of asparagus after they have 
quite growing or have been killed 
by frost. Disk the beds lightly, but 
thoroughly. Granular calcium 
cyanide may be applied to control 
weeds. Apply one 
to 30 feet of row evenly in 
an 19-inch band over the row. A 
mulch wffl protect the plants 
through the winter, and will in- 
crease organic matter in the soil. 

Try planting at least part of 
your onion crop in the fall. Ebene- 
ger and White Portugal are two 
varieties rcommended for Virginia.

Big Ba slmss In Virginia 

Hogs killed for home use in 
Virginia last year were valued at 
$29,438,000. Add the farm slaught- 
ered meat produced for sale, and 
it amounts to more than half the 
value of all hogs produced in the 
state. 

However, farmers can tally up 
over a $1,000,000 toss in home kill- 
ed meat because of spoilage and 
insect infestations. Proper plann- 
ing and the use of up-to-date 
methods can cut this loss. 
Rifling weather factor 
The time of killing is an impor- 
tant factor in meat preservation. 
Usually there are periods of good 
killing weather during the last few 
days of November and early Dec- 
ember. The weather should be cold 
enough to chill the carcasses over- 
night. It is best not to salt meat 
until it is chilled. A better Job of 
cutting can be done then, too. 

Another advantage of killing 
hogs early in the season is that 
meat can be cured and stored be- 
fore the skipper fly appears, us- 
ually during the first warm days 
of late February and early March. 
Well - finished, well - muscled. 
but not exceedingly fat meat-type j 
hogs weighing from 200 to 250 
pounds are best for home use or 
for sale of cured products. 

Lard at retail has been selling 
from 5 to 6 cents per pound be- 
low the live weight price of hogs; 
so there isn't much point in pro- 
ducing heavy, over-fat hogs for 
farm slaughter. The percentage 
of lard increases rapidly as hogs 
go over 250 pounds. The cost of 
gain per pound also increases as 
the hogs get heavier. 

Hogs should be gaining weight 
at the time of slaughter. Avoid 
getting hogs excited immediately 
before killing. A poor bleed and 
meat spoilage may result from 
•over-excitement. 

The temperature of the water 
for scalding should be at least 
145 to 150 degrees. Higher tem- 
peratures may have to be used 
where it is hard to maintain them. 
However, if the temperature is to 
high the hair will set, making a 
hard job of scraping. 

Curing Suggestions 
Curing meat is a race between 
the germs that cause spoilage in 
fresh pork and the penetration of 
salt. Quick chilling of the carcass, 
applying the proper amount of the 
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curing mixture, holding the 
perature as near 38 to 40 degrees 
as possWe, and proper length of 
time In cure, all help to avoid 
spoilage and result in a good 
product. Temperature cant be 
controlled entirely without refrig- 
eration, hut meat can usually be 
cured in a place where It will not 
freeze or warm up too much. .

Pipeline Cuts Ween. 



Been wondering whether bulk 
milk handling win make >our 
milking chores easier? It may 
depend on Just how you get the 
milk to the tank. 

A cleaned-in-place pipeline win 
save 25 per cent of your milking 
time if you have 20 or more cows 
and use a bulk milk system. 

You can install such a pipeline 
in either a stanchion or parlor- 
type barn, but time saving is even 
greater if you combine a cleaned- 
in-place pipeline with parlor milk- 
ing. A longer and more expensive 
pipeline is necessary for stanch- 
ion milking. 

Even in a stanhtan bam, a mil- 
king parlor will pay off with a 
large herd. An elevated parlor 
stall makes milking easier, quicker, 
and safer. With a parlor stall in a 
stanchion barn, you'll need a cov- 
ered holding pen for all the herd 
or at least for 20 cows waiting to 
be milked and for cows after milk- 
ing. That way, one man can turn 
cows from the stanchions into the

A sixth year 
will be spent in the standby (in- 
active reserve, which calls for no 
participation but is to enable the 
Army to keep track of its men for 
another year.

Men now in service hove no 
ready reserve obligation facing 
them when they muster out except 
that they remain on paper in the 
standby reserve for a period of 
time Which, when added to their 
active duty time, equals five years. 

The new law gives the presi- 
dent the power to call reservists 
to active duty without authority 
of congress. In ah emergency 
declared by the president, he can 
call up to 1.000.000 members of 
the ready reserve to active duty. 
Men in the standby reserve can 
be called up only In time of war 
or emergency declared by congress.
